Fred Douglas was then introduced 
by Mr. Phillips, Douglas is of a bright 
mulato color, with bushy gray hair 
which protrudes ia bunches and stands 
oft over his cars and the back of his 
head. His features are intclligent and 
well marked, and he is 5 — about 
65 or 70 years of age. e commenced 
bis speech in a low, husky, indistinct 
whisper, but his voice grew louder as 
he warmed up with his subject; his 
manner became impressive and nervous, 
and he soon enchained the attention of 
his audience by his excellent decla ma 
tion and eloquent language. His speech 
was of course in the interest of the Re- 
publican party ; but its general tone 
and temper were excellent, and his sen 
timents asa whole seemed to be accep- 
table to both the whitcs and colored 
men present. 

Fred Douglass’ speech was in mest 
happy contrast with those made by 
Jim Harris and other colored and white 
orators who appeal to the passions and 
prejudices of the negroes. 

Fred Douglass appealed to the better 
feelings ot his hearers— advised his race 
against hatred and strife and malice, 
but implored them to be kind and 
polite to their superiors, He did pot 
ask for social, but civil equality. He 
said that the education of the colored 
race was now a necessity to make them 
better citizens. We tell Douglass that 
our Democratic Legislature did more 
for the education of the colored chil- 
dren than the Radical Legislature. 

On the whole, we regard Fred Doug- 
lass speech as an able and eloquent 
effort. He is far superior to any man 
of his race we have ever seen. e be- 
lieve his speeches will have a good 
effect in keeping down disorder and 
bad feeling smong the negro Radicals.
